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A  LIST  OF  BOOKS  FOR  HOME  READING  OF 
HIGH-SCHOOL  PUPILS 

PRINCIPLES  OF  SELECTION 

The  following  list  is  intended  to  aid  teachers  in  recommending  books 
for  home  reading.  The  books  named  are  those  that  teachers  have  found 
helpful.  In  fact  helpfulness  is  the  one  common  factor,  for  in  other 
characteristics  the  books  must  differ  as  widely  as  the  needs  of  the  indi- 
vidual students.  Some  are  intended  to  awaken  a  taste  for  reading  in 
those  who  have  never  read  for  pleasure.  Others  are  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  trash  and  good  literature.  Others  are  to  open  new  fields  of 
interest  to  tastes  already  forming  or  developed  beyond  the  average. 
Still  others  are  to  stimulate  thought,  to  inspire  a  worthy  view  of  life,  to 
arouse  ambition.  Some  are  intended  merely  as  models  for  the  student's 
own  writing.  Each  has  been  recommended  that  it  may  be  helpful  in  at 
least  one  respect. 

The  list  excludes  books  valuable  only  for  the  information  conveyed. 
Books  that  merely  give  information,  however  needful,  are  not,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  books  for  home  reading.  No  book  has  been 
included  unless  it  has  seemed  to  have,  apart  from  the  value  of  the  facts 
imparted,  some  merit  or  helpfulness  of  its  own. 

Only  a  few  works  of  any  one  author  are  named  unless  his  work  is 
unusually  desirable.  There  is  one  exception.  A  novelist's  works  some- 
times differ  widely  in  style  and  subject.  In  such  a  case,  more  than  one 
manner  may  be  represented.  In  restricting  the  list,  there  is  no  intention 
to  restrict  the  pupil  to  the  books  listed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will 
be  led  to  read  more  widely  from  each  author  he  likes.  One  object  in 
naming  works  of  so  many  authors  has  been  to  open  the  largest  possible 
number  of  lines  of  interest — to  offer  varied  samples  of  the  wealth  that 
lies  in  the  storehouse  of  literature. 

Fiction  constitutes  approximately  half  the  list.  This  has  seemed 
advisable,  since  it  is  through  good  fiction  that  most  pupils  are  led  to 
appreciate  other  forms.  The  number  of  suitable  books  outside  fiction 
is,  moreover,  relatively  small.  In  other  departments  the  question  is, 
"What  can  we  put  in?"  In  the  department  of  fiction  we  find  our- 
selves asking,  "What  shall  we  leave  out?" 

While  agreed  upon  principles,  the  members  of  the  committee  have 
differed  regarding  the  application  of  these  to  particular  works.   The  list 
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does  not  represent  a  majority  vote,  although  no  book  favored  by  a 
majority  fails  to  appear.  On  the  other  hand,  many  books  appear  that 
have  not  a  clear  majority;  a  minority  is  proportionately  represented. 
Where  a  few  have  enthusiastically  urged  the  admission  of  books  of  a 
certain  class,  a  few  books  of  this  class  have  been  admitted.  The  list  is 
not  a  common  factor;  it  is  rather  a  resultant  that,  while  expressing  the 
general  sentiments  of  all,  embodies  a  little  of  the  individual  opinion  of 
each. 

PRACTICAL  USE 

The  list  should  not  be  put  without  comment  into  the  hands  of  the 
pupils.  The  books  are  suited  to  many  needs  and  it  is  essential  that  each 
pupil  shall  get  the  book  that  fits  his  case.  From  this  list,  as  from  a 
pharmacopia  where  the  cure  for  one  would  be  poison  to  another,  the 
teacher  must  prescribe  the  right  medicine.  To  do  this  he  must  know 
the  needs  of  his  pupils  and  the  qualities  of  the  books.  He  must  there- 
fore familiarize  himself  with  the  books  listed.  It  would  be  well  for  the 
Council  to  issue,  at  a  later  date,  classified  lists,  making  clear  just  what 
each  book  is  and  for  what  it  can  best  be  used.  (Under  fiction,  in  the 
present  list,  there  has  been  an  attempt  at  such  a  classification.) 

It  has  proved  impracticable  to  indicate  division  by  years.  Courses 
and  requirements  differ  too  radically  in  different  places.  Two  extreme 
classes  of  books  are  indicated — books  suited  chiefly  to  pupils  of  the  first 
year  and  books  suited  chiefly  to  pupils  of  the  fourth  year. 

REVISION 

It  is  recommended  that  every  four  years  after  adoption  the  list  be 
revised.  Such  a  list  must  meet  the  altering  needs  of  young  people  in  a 
changing  world.   It  must  be  for  the  present  and  of  the  present.
